Sir. Sir Fred Catheruood {Augus:! 
30} is quite right to criticize mergers, 
although not entirely for lhe reasons 
he gives. 

The strongest clement ın the case 
against mergers is the confhct uf 
interest which they cmbody or 
create between management and 
sharcholders, Rarcly the owners of 
more than a few token shares 
themselves, cxecutive dircctors and 
senior managers inevitably see their 
interest in terms of the sheer sire of 
the company «hich cmploss them: 
an increase in size justifies a bigger 
office, a bigger car and usualls, alsu. 
a higher salary and consequent 
pension. 

The interest of the sharechoider. on 
1he other hand. resides solely in 
carnings per share: and un- 
fortunately there is no evidence of a 
correlation between sizc and profita- 
bility. 

ÎI too often the result of a merger 
is a decline in relaliie per share 
carnings: the whole is wurse than the 
sum of {he parts. The only guincrs 
(apart from the management) are the 
shareholders of “victim™ companics 
who are usually able to sell their 
holdings ai a considerable profit - 
provided their dirctors arc unsuc- 
cessful in persuading them t0 resist 
ıhe bid! Thus il has come about. 
mosl regrettably. that mergers have 
exposed the exccutive director as the 
shareholders” worse enemy. 

The auswer to this particular 
problem cannot lie wholly in 
regulation. The remedy lics in the 
hands of the shareholders ~ and 
especially of the institutions and 
their representalive bodics. But 
these, with a few honourable 
exceptions, have so far shown 
1hemselves unable or unwilling t1 
do any thing about it.

Sir, Your acid welcome to the House 
of Commons -‘seiecl committee 
report on acid rain (“An acid 
report”, September 7) is profoundly 
disappointing. but it does have the 
merit of clearly identifying the issues 
imvolved in this important debate. 

The choice is between waiting for 
major improvements which are “in 
çlear prospect” and taking measures 
now “to bring quicker reductions a1 
far higher cost” - and you prefer the 
former. Meanwhile all over Europe 
irees are withering, fish are dying 
and stonework is crumbling. We 
wait and irretrievable damage is 
being done to our precious envIron-= 
menL As a result I, and no doubt 
others in the Conservative Party. 
would call for an urgent appraisal of 
the solutions . which are available 
now. : 

There are three reasons why your 
cautious approach (and thal of the 
Govemment) should be rejected. 
First. how clear is the prospect of 
major improvements in the medium 
term? Nîr Waldegrave described 
hirnself in his evidence to the 
committee as a “™tecbnological 
pessimist” in the context of discus- 
sing fluidized bed combustion on 
which your (and the CEGB's) hopes 
are pinned.

Press re- 
ports (including your own) finkcd 
the committee's recommendations 
with the immediate CEGB assertion 
thal their implementation would 
lead to a 10 per cênt increase in 
eleclricity prices. As you say, the key 
point is that any increase would be 
phased in over 1O years, but are the 
CEGB's estimates true?. 

In oral evidence to the Commmillee 
the CEGB said that 1o cut its own 
emissions by 60 per cent by 1995 
would put up prices by 5 per cent 
over 10 years (0.5 per cent annually).

Years after the first heavy 
applications of nitrogen began, 
this nitrate is only now 
reaching domestic supplies.
